EXCITEMENT OVER THE MOORE 
TRAGEDY SUBSIDING. 


More About Mamie Lit Je-Gleantngse From the St or- 
my Scene s—Mies Annie Barden’s Death—Mre. 
B. C. Jones's Funceral—A Strange Acoi- 
dent-—News Notes end Personals. 


Macon, Ga., August 14.—(Special.]—The 
last echoes of the conflict are dying away. 

People have gone about their wonted tasks, 
and popular feeling having exhausted itself 
by a week of terror and excitement is subsid- 
ing, andthe wheelsof the old daily routine 
have dropped back into their ruts and are 
moving along smoothly. 

The broken lock of the jail will be sent to 
Chicago to be repaired, but the battered doors 
will be straightened here in Macon, 

The officials look pretty wearied, and the 
faces of all who entered into a discussion of 
the matter bear traces of anxiety, and it is 
still the absorbing topic of conversation. 

MAMIE LITTLE'S CHARACTER 
bas undergone a considerable overhauling, 
and each side still has its champions. Yester. 
day Mr. avd Mrs. Jack Milton, of East Macon, 
hearing the name and character ofthe girl s9 
freely canvassed, took it upon themselves to 
visit her at Mr. Laney’s home, near Holton. 
They verified the conviction that she was 
identical with alittle girl whom Mrs, Milton’s 
sister, Mrs. Lewis, at Egypt station, four and 
a balf, Central railroad, brought up, and 


this corroborates her statement that 
she was left an orphan at an 
early age. She stayed with the Lewis family 


until two years ago, when she left and went 
to stay with a family named Gaffe, in Screven. 
She stayed there until six months ago, when 
she went to Savannah and obtained employ- 
ment at Mrs. Bird’s boarding house. A good 
many railroad men stopped there, and it was 
there she formed the acquaintance of several. 
TWO WEEKS AGO 

she left Savannah and came up to her old 
home, Egypt, and, remaining there a day or 
two, she gotachance to come up to Macon, 
where spe arrived last Saturday evening. The 
Miltons bad with them a photograph of her at 
seven years old, which was easily identified. 

She has, according to their statement:,been 
terniibly 1] usted, as is evidenced by marks 
and bruises upon her person. They are con- 
vinced of her good character. 

From the evidence that your correspondent 
ie able to glean,she is probably a simple 
working gir), and her fault lay in the fact 
that che trusted herself too far in wandering 
about unprotected, and thus became the vic- 
tim of an unscrupulous man. He has been 
punished, and the great wrong has received 
its fearful vindication. 

A ;LOCAL ROW. 


— The local press has taken a decided 
stand for the woman, and considerable 
feeling las teen engendered by 
the publication of certain severe cen- 


sures on publicmen. This morning there ap- 
peared in the Telegraph the following, incor- 
porated in a leadivug editorial on this tragedy: 

‘Cowardly men can be found to retail suspicions 
and scandals Omany woman who has no one to 
protect her. Tak of the removing of the prisoner, 
a change of venue, and an attempt to belittle his 
crime inflamed the public mind. A magistrate in 
the midst oftbe unusual! excitement, so far violat- 
ed his duty as ai oflicer of the law, and forgot his 
responsibitity as a citizen as to release upon a bond 
a person Charged as an accessory to this capita! 
crime.”’ 

The magistrate referred to is Judge Matt 
R. Freeman, a justice of the peace for Macon, 
and one of the most bighly honored and re- 
ep@cted citizens of thetown. The ‘‘violation 
of duty” referred to isin his having released 
Jane Kendrick on bond after a hearing before 
him under the charge of being an accessory to 
Moore’s crime. 

Judge Freeman publishes a ringing card in 
tocay’s Evening News, in which he says: 

As much as! dislike newspaper notoriety, gelf- 
respect would not allow me to remainstilent under 
the malicious and infamous attack upon mein 
this morning’s soeareph, and as Iam not an aspi- 
rant for political preference, never have been, 
conrequently was never defeated, I cannot be ac- 
cused of having any special spleen to vent in a vi- 
olent denunaiation of the eatire judiciary ot the 
ecoubptry,in a manner,in my humbleopinion,that is 
responsible tor the disgraceful enactment of mob 
law in our midst.. Neither can I expect a fair and 
imyartial criticism in the Telagraph when the 
head and front of that paper publicly announces 

‘ that “were be a working man he would lead a 
mobto hang eyery magistrate in the citytoa 
leinp post.”’ Itis the constitutional right of every 
cefencant charged with the commission of a 
crime to be admitted to bail by the proper author- 
itics, and magistrates have no discretion or au- 
thority to refuse bail except in cases that are pun- 
ishabie with death—murder, rapeand arson— 
there are the only exceptions. In this particular 
case, when bail was_demanded, I consulted one of 
our leading attorneys and _ investigated 
the facts upon which this woman, 
Jane Kendrick, was arrested. Colonei Wiler who 
mede the affidavit, stated that the only evidence 
be had against her and upon which he swore out 
the warrant, was the fact that she failed to report 
to the policemen, when at her house, that Miss 
Little was there orin the hands of Moore. It was 
also shown, and admitted by Colonel Wiley and 
Mr. Hardeman thatthey aid not have any evi- 
dence to convict Jane Kendrick of the crime 
charged, (the admission of Mr. Hardeman was 
mace while the bond was out being executed ) 

* * * Because I do not fee) disposed to consult 
the Telegraph or its dictatorial head as to my 
offcial acts, I must be charged with “violating my 
duty as en officer of the law, and forgetting my 
res} Opsibility asacitizep,” all of which I de- 
mounce as infamously and maliciously false, 

Asto Mr. Hardeman’s opinion, he no doubt was 
honest iu giving it, notwithstanding the fact that 
other attorneys of longer experience than he. dif- 
fer with bim, and he is entitled to his opinion, al- 
though ill-advised in this case, it gaye to the Te}- 
€grapb some shadow of authority for venting pri- 
vate spleen, tomcthing this paper is noted for. If 
ithe judge of the superior court does not, with all 
the authority in his power, ventilate the acts and 
sioings of the last forty-eight hours, I will be mis 
taken in my opinion of the man.

Mr. I. W. Wallace reached the scene this 
morning and was welcomed by the presbytery. 
The music today was grand, Mr. Wallace and 
Rev. N. Keff Smith, both accomplished 
singers, leading the great congregation, When 
the vast audience united in that sweet and 
soul-inspiring hymn, “Nearer my God to 
Thee,” three hundred voices joined in the 
glorious song, the same number of hearts 
making melody and blending in harmony. 
The scene was grand beyond description, 

ADDRESS OF DR. WOODROW. 

At the conclusion of the song Dr. Jas. Wood- 
row arose, amid the breathless silence of the 
multitude, and read a carefully prepared and 
lengthy addresson the Presbyterian doctrine 
of the Bible. He spoke for an hour and a half, 
and though at times his voice would sink to 
a point ecarcely audible throughout the build- 
ing. He was given the closest attention from 
the beginning to the close of his address, His 
theme was one of the deepest interest to Dr. 
Woodrow and of profound concern to Presby- 
terians. It is, moreover, a subject decidedly 
in ‘the line of the doctor's study and 
teaching for more than a quarter 
*of a century io the _ theological 
seminary at Columbia. The doctor spoke in 
great physical weakness, yet he spoke with 
great clearness, and at times with strong ear- 
nestness and with deep fervor. In the outset 
he stated that owing to weakness and the great 
preseure of work upon him, he felt much dis- 
posed to deciine the honor sought to be con- 
ferred upon him, assigning to him a place on 
the centennial programme; but when he re- 
flected that forty years ago he was ordained to 
preach the gospel], by the Augusta presbytery, 
sitting at Greenesboro, not far from the scene 
of the present centennial exercises, he 
could not find it his heart 
to refuse. 

The address was one of great power, of pro- 
found thought and extended study and 
research. It was a masterly production of a 
master mind. The address was read from 
manuscript and will perhaps be published in 
full. Animperfect synopsis of it could convey 
no adequate conception to the minds of 
your readers of its wide sweep and 
exhausting exposition of those grand 
. principles of doctrine and government 
so dear to every Presbyterian. Dr. Woodrow 
was fortunate in having so large and intelli- 
gent an audience to hear this careful and com- 
plete exposition to his view. That his views 
on theorigin of man bave been largely mis- 
construed, widely misstated, there can be no 
doubt. He is set down as opposed to the de- 
claration and the teaching of the Bible as set 
forth in the standards of the church. His be- 
lief touching the hypothesis of evolution is 
very generally misunderstood. The doctor 
declared with the most solemn earnest- 
ness that the Bible is the 
word of God, laying great stress 
on the word “is” Not contains the word, but 
is the word good. He insisted that the only 
way to interpret scripture, to ascertain the 
meaning of the Bible. Is by compari ip- 
ture with scripture, The Word of on 
interpreter and our interpretation, but I couid 
devote this entire article to the address and 
yet give butafaint idea of its fullness and 
completeness. ; 

It abounded with fitting illustrations which 
developed its meaning and lent effectiveness 
to the whole. Believe me when I say it was a 
magnificent address—learned, profound, far- 
reaching, elevated in thought, grand in con- 
ception and elegantin diction, But to other 
topics.

REMINISCENCES, 


Immediately following Dr. Woodrow’s ad- 
dress came some highly interesting reminis- 
ences of those grand old preachers, Drs. Robert 
M, Cunningham and Francis Cummings, which 
had becn prepared by the venerable Dr, John 
Jones, of Atlanta, and were read by Rev. 
Robert Adams, of Eatonton. Some excepts 
from this pleasing document will, perhaps 
be of interest to THE CONSTITUTION’s con- 
stituency, many of whom, I trust, are Pres- 
by terians. 

Robert M. Cunningham, son of Roger and 
Mary Cunnipgham, was born in York county, 
Pennsylvania, September 10, 1740. When he 
was in his fifteenth year his father removed 
his family to North Carolina and purchased a 
plantation, which he settied and reared his 
children. Showing an early desire to receive 
a classical education, he received the 
training and tuition which was afforded 
by the schools which were at that 
time in existence in South Carolina, in 1787. 
He entered Dickinson’s college, Carlisle, Pa, 
and gradnated in 1789, when he returned to 
his parents, and soon joined the first presby- 
tery of South Carolina. He was licensed to 
preach by the presbytery of South Carolina in 
1792, andin the autumn of that year went to 
Georgia and organized a church in that part 
of Green county now called Hancock, and or- 
dained elders to a church called Ebenezer. 
He settled in that neighborhood and opened a 
schoo!, which he continued for some 
time, preaching alternately at Ebenezer 
anda church twenty miles distant in the 
Same county, called Bethany. Subsequently 
he removed to Bethany, where he remained 
until he left the state, in 1796. He with four 
other ministers were set off from the presby] 
tery of South Carolina to form a new presby- 
tery constituted the following March and 
called Hopewell. Rev. Nathan 8. S. Beman, 
D. D., in a letter of February 2d, 1857, 
pays a very high tribute to the 
moral worth of this pioneer among the Geor- 
gia Presbyterians. He says that Dr. Can- 
ningham was not in the highest sense a great 
preacher. He might not be regarded by all as 
elequent, but his person was commanding, his 
utterance distinct, his thoughts clear, his 
earnestness attractive and his goodness of 
heart manifest toall. Dr. Cummings was a 
grand old Trojan. He was great, all over, 
physically, intellectually and morally. His 
preaching was profound, eloquent and power- 
ful. Old Bethany will regard it as a great 
honor that he was once pastor of the 
church. Here he delivered some of 
bis grandest discourses. Tuiaditien wil] long 
keep alive his memory and will never ceaseto 
ans down his sayings this afternoon. 

Lxtracts were read from a sermon whi 
preached in Bethany church in 182%. — 

The Rev. Mr. Alfred Livingston heard this 
sermon preached. Today he heard it read af- 
ter a Japse of 63 years,

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DRIVEN TO DEATH. 


Treated |Like a Criminal Because He was 
Insane. 

CLAYTON, Ga., August 14.—{Special.]—Jas, 
Dillungham, who became insane on account of 
religious excitement at the protracted meeting 
in Tennessee valley, last week, was brought 
before the ordinary of Rabun county. Tho 
evidence satisfied the ordinary that it was nec- 
essaly to confine him as he was dangerous and 
likely to‘do great harm unless a strong guard 
was placed over him. He was placed in the 
county jail, bound so as to keep him from do- 
ing himselfinjury. He was placed in one of 
the dungeons poorly ventilated, and there he 
died this morning soon after 12 e’clock. 

While it was evident that he needed medical 
attention when he was first brought here, yet 
a physician was not called in§%to see him until 
all human aid was in vain, There is a radical 
wrong somewhero in the manner with which 
we deal with the insane.

A Texan writes to the Memphis Appeal 
suggesting a planters union, organized with 
a view to reducing the production of cotton 
throughout the south. Afier arguing that 
smaller crops would cause an advance in 
the price, he says: 

These views may be utopian, but no cotton 
planter will now say that the cotton south is 
Utopia. The stake is huge millions. The effort is 
easy. The lossistrifiiogif a failure. Tae result 
is magnificently grund if successful. Who will 
underteke it? A million happy homes will call 
him blessed if he succeeds; none will curse him 
if he fails. Better fail in so gragd.an undertaking 
than to succeed in a driveling pittance, See how 
easy grangers, wheelers or farmers’ alliances are 
Organized. Is there notone man who is a good 
speaker with sufficient meaus who will spend the 
time.from now until next planting in this work? 
If so, the work can be done. If not, then cannot 
one man be found in ¢yery county who. will or- 
ganize his county? No money is neéded; only 
energy, boldness and pluck. Let the planters be 
heard. 

With a uniform reduction of the southern 
cotton product and a corresponding increase 
of home-raised food stuffs, the planters 
would undoubtedly be better off, but the 
difficulties in the way of reaching such a 


result through systematic organization 
seem to be insuperable. The grangers tried 


the experiment, but it amounted to noth- 
ing. While cotton remains our sole money 
crop, the temptation to produce it is irre- 
sistible. When the effort was made by the 
grangers to decrease cotton production, some 
of the best men inthe organization quietly 
slipped out and devoted a larger area tothe 
staple than they hadever given to it be- 
fore. Under existing conditions the Tex- 
an’s scheme appears to be impracticable.

Bufferings and Execution of Deserters in 
Cuba. 

Correspondence Chicago News, 

‘ “¥i) desertar!’ ‘El desertar!’ weve the low 
toned ejaculations I heard all about me one 
morning in the cabin of the ferryvoat Edouard 
Fesser as it left the Regla side for the two mile 
trip across Havana bay tothecity. Thecabin 
was well filled,and in a moment there came 
fussing and fuming through the narrow pas- 
sage to the forward cabin a Spanish sergeant 
and a guard having in charge a manof most 
pitiful appearance. I made room quickly, so 
that two seats were vacant near me, in which 
the guard and his prisoner sat, the latter next 
me, while the sergeant, bearing a paper with a 
dangling seal, strode forward a bit, pompous 
with the importance of his mission and charge. 
These ferries carried the gayest of crowds be- 
tween Havana and the beautiful suburbs to the 
east, but the entrance of the party hushed the 
laughter and pleasant sallies of men and wo- 
men instantly. All present seemed paiafally 
exerting themselves to ignore the presence of 
the little group, but every one from time to 
time stele secret glances at the deserter, and, 
well for humanity, nota hard look fel] upon 
him. Some old priests near seemed to be mov- 
ing their lips as if in prayer for him, and be- 
hind many a fan I could see the face of some 
beautiful senora or senorita in tears, 

I knew well enough what it all meant, hav- 
ing once becn a soldier myself, but I did not 
catch the full import of the brutal celerity of 
Spanish military revenge until the guard—on 
closing a flippant recital to a passenger next 
him tothe effect that the man had deserted 
from the forces at Moro Castle some weeks bo- 
fore, after tremendous flogging for some 

‘slight infraction of discipline, had got as far 
as the Jaruco mountains where he had eluded

y bloodhounds—rcmarked airily: Ah, ves 
He will really not even need breakfast again. 
The consejo de guerra (court-martial) is aj.

This deserter was but a boy. He had a fair 
face, too, round, almost boyish, even through 
the hunted Jook that had made himan old man 
in terror and desperate effort during those few 
weeks in the chapparral. His clothing was ia 
yags, and bis bare fiesb, scarred and bloody, 
showed through. His feet were partly bound 
with rags and bark and thongs of the ribbon 
tree. Hewas bareheaded, his hair tangled 
and knotty, and in one place a sabre cut was 
still open and blecding. Buthe sat there with 
bis bands clinched and bis face like a piece of 
marble begrimmed with mud. 

Through the windows of the ferry the spars, 
rigging and flags of a thousand ships upon the 

ceful bay gleamed and glowed as we passed, 

he sun that lighted the whole earth with such 
splendor kissed the mountain and made old 
Moro Castle even beautiful. The deserter 
looked at Moro as with an awful fascination. 
Then, as if beyond it and what he knew was 
waiting for him there, the poor fellow’s eyes 
seemed strained to some point far, far away.

set to travel there. But the ferry-boat had 
bumped agaivst the Havana wharves. 
Through the clatter and clamor and crowds, 
the deserter was shoved and sabre prodded to 
the plaza de la San Carlos; hurried into a vic- 
toria, alongside which were two mounted 
guardas, avd driven rapidly away. I could 
not work that day, and wandered along tho 
walls of La Punta, restless, heart-sick and with 
the white face of that desperate life ever be- 
fore me. At4o’clock, just across the narrow 
harbor entrance, were heard some ominous 
dium-beats. On the little plaza just over the 
sea, on the bcights at Moro, there were move- 
ments of small squads of soldiery. We could 
cee all this plainly from La Punta. I feared 
what it meant, could not bear it and hurried 
away. JustasI reached the old Boquete there 
was a sound of musketry at Moro. I looked 
across the channel and saw the smoke -from 
their pieces well nigh enfolding themall.

dollars principal and several years’ interest. 
The credits to become operative and the debts 
to be cancelled upon compliance of their part 
of the adjustment. Under this act the road 
was extended and monthly reports made of 
the progress of the work to the governor, 

HE LIKES IT ALL, 

On Thursuay last Governor McDaniel with 
Major J. B. Glover, the efficient supsrinten- 
dent, went over the entire line and inspected 
the line, particularly that portion completed 
since the passage of the above recited bill. 

Last night a reporter of Tar ConsTIrvUTrIon 
called upon Governor McDaniel at the man- 
sion, and asked him about his trip over the 
road. The governor is not at all friendly to 
interviewers, but said: 

“Itis a narrow gauge railroad, running 
from Marietta northward through the coun- 


ties of Cobb, Cherokee, Pickens, Gilmer and ‘ 


Fannin, and around through a portion of 
North Carolina and to Murphy, at which 
point it will be met bya railroad being pushed 
southward, and now completed to within 
twenty-five or thirty miles of Murphy.” 

“How far is the Marietta and North Georgia 
road open for travel?” 

“Itisopen for travel and traffic to White 
Path, in Gilmer county, 

ABOUT 8IX MILES NORTH 
of Ellijay, and within seventy-five miles of 
Marietta. From that point northward rails 
have been laid to Toccoa river, beyond the 
Blue Ridge mountains,a distance of fourteen 
or fifteen miles, A special train was made up 
at Ellijay, and myself and the party who ac- 
companied me were taken over that portion of 
the road not yet open for traffic. 
The Toccoa river at a point 
where the line crosses eight miles from the 
North Carolina line, which is distant from 
Murphy by the proposed route about fourteen 
miles, so that there remains about twenty-two 
miles to be completed from the Toccoa river to 
the end of the line. Nearly all of this has 
been graded, but, as 
SOME TIME HAS ELAPSED 

since the work was done, the work of regrad- 
ing it is considerable. The bridge across 
Toccoa river is in process of construction, and 
the present weather would indicate that it 
will be completed within ten days, when 
the work of track-laying between the river 
and Murphy will be pushed rapidly forward. 
Steel rails bave already been purchased, and 
are now in transit. It is supposed that the 
read will pass the state lino sometime in O:;- 
tober, and will reach Murphy by the end of 
the ycar.” 

“Whatis the character of the constraction 
of the road ?” 
as excellent. Much of the rail is forty 
Beeree! bar, and such portion as is of 
iron isin good condition, and adapted toa 

copsiderable traffic. The cross ties are per- 
haps as good as are laid on any railroad in 
Georgia, being of oak and large in size. 

THE DIFFICULTIES OVERCOMING 
the route have been considerable, but, still the 
grades have been so adjusted as to make a re- 
liable road bed, The line runs through one 
of the finest regionsin the state. In fertility 
of soi!, winerale, marbles,timber and climate, it 
cannet be surpassed, Forty miles, perhaps 
fifty, ef the distance from Marietta to the 
Tcccoa iiver, les through a _ succession 
of beautiful and fertile valleys, the most nota- 
ble of which are the Etowah, Tolona and the 
Ellijay. The landsin allthese valleys are 
exceedingly rich and are covered witha 
maguificent crop of corn. After passing Elli- 
jay, the road crosses the Blue Ridge through 
Green Gap, passing over without a tannel. 
The highest point of the gap north of the Toc- 
coa river, whch is to be named ‘Blue Ridge,’ 
and the neighborhood think 

A CONSIDERABLE TOWN 

will be built there in the future.” 

“It will be a good road ?” 

‘Yes. There is no distance of ninety miles 
of railroad on the continent which presents a 
more varied and beautiful mountain scenery. 
The effect of the opening of this railroad 
through this region is already seen in the im- 
provement visible along the line. When 
completed 1t will not only develop the re- 
sources and insure the prosperity of all that 
section, but will prove a most valuable 
feeder tothe Western and Atlantic railroad, 
and thus the state will reap a double benefit— 
in an increase of taxable property and in in- 
creasing the value of its own railroad. After 
thoroughly inspecting that portion‘of the road 
not cpen for traflic, we returned to Waite 
Path and stopped forthe night. At this 
place, which is already becoming popular, we 
noticed a Jarge number of people from

er joying the cool mountain breezes and the 
fine mineral water of the springs, and [Iriday 
I returned to Eljijay, where I spent the night, 
aud returned tothe city today, arriving ino 
the city late in the afternoon. But before I 
finish, the company has a considerable equip- 
ment foran unfinished road, there being more 
than one hundred cars and seven engines, 
The road seems to be doing a prosperous busi- 
ness in view of its unfinished condition.”

Flowers by Mail. 
Vick’s Magaizine for August. 

Flowers to be sent by mail should becut 
in the morning before the sun has had much ef- 
ject on them. The best packing material is their 
own foliage, or instead ofthat any good follage. 
The best package is a tin box or case. Place abit 
of moist brown paperat the botiom, ley in the 
flowers £0 that they will snugly fill the box, put 
another piece of damp paper over all. and enclose 
with the cover. If oiled paper is at hand the box 
can be lined with it and no damp paper will then 
be needed, A paper wrapper about the box se- 
curely tied, completes the package. Damp cotton 
3s often tied about the stems of the flowers, but 
pevelly this supply of moisture is tou great for 
them when closed from the air. and Causes decay. 
I is unpecersery when packed as before descrioe4, 
Dry cotton is often reed to pro‘ect the flowers, 
mut itis ureless for this jurpose, and it absorbs 
the n oisture from the flowersand leaves, and they 
reach their destination quite wilted,

Leads to a Great Deal of Talk on the Streets, aud 
Produces a Sharp Talk From Mr. EB. 4. An- 
gier,the Third Ward Councilmsi— Rev, 

Dr. Hawthorne's Editorial Work, 


The Rev. J. B. Hawthorne and the Conflict, 
that new temperance paper, are after Ed. An- 
gier, the progressive councilman from the 
the third ward, and the Conservative Citizens 
association of Fulton county. 

The style of aseaulf by the Conflict is char- 
acterized by a vim rarely exercised by a min- 
ister. 

Several weeks ago Dr. Hawthorne, in one 
of his sermons, made some reference to a club 
that was supposed to be organizing at that 
time, Later, when the Conservative Citizeas’ 
meeting perfected an organization at Concor- 
dia hall, Mr. Angier made some reference to 
Dr. Hawthorne. 

This appears to have riled the reverend 
gentleman, and in the issue of the Conflict 
which was found in circulatien early yester- 
day morning there was a vigorous,elitorial 
dedicated to Mr. Angier and another dedi- 
cated to the Conservative citizany’ m>e‘tiaz, 
The editorial touching Mr. Angier waa abont 
acolumn long and was written witn a pen 
dipped in a caustic fluid, flavored with spic >. 

he editorial says in speaking of Mr. Angier 
that bis course is such as uot only te disap 
point the just expectations of his friends, but 
also to give rise to frequent avd increasing 
wonder as to what he will do nex’. 

It then recounts the opposittun manifested 
when and after Mr. Angier’s candidavy had 
been confirmed by the citizen's meting, sud 
Se ys: 

ut more conservative, if less wise. counsels pre- 
vailed— and these counsel: were largely influenred 
by tne personal and express pledees of these gen- 
tlemen. including Mr Angier thas if elected taey 
would earnestly favor the iuforcement of ‘bis law 
as we)l as all other laws ana ordinances of the 
State aud city.

He has lost no opporiuaity, and indeed has 
made occasion, when noae offered, from bis seat 
in the general council to announce tothe public 
that the prohibition fanatics had well-nign ruined 
the city and ifunchecked would soon d» sv vom- 
pletely. 

It says that Mr. Angier objected to c'osiag 
basedall poolrooms, and had gone outside of 
the council and helped to organize a party to 
repeal the prohibition law,while he is ple iged 
to its inforcement. Itrefers to his resolution 
instructing the mayor to reducs the $50) fins 
recently imposed by Judge Anderson, and 
criticises bis course severely. 

The entire article was read with a great deal 
of interest, and copies of the paper were in 
demand, But no more interest was manuifsst- 
ed in the editorial upon Mr, Angier than was 
centered in a paragraph of the editorial about 
the Conservative Citizens’ association. Tae 
paragraph has a great deal of life in it —-much 
more than ministers usually waste in penning 
sentiments or feelings.

Active speculation in 
Wall street has had much to do with this state of 
things, but crop movement has been an important 
factor, too, and as long as large sums are required 
for the two purp5Sses we will not see so much idle 
money. Rates are not all exhorbitant, time loans 
on good paper or safe collateral being readily ob 
tained at 6@€ per cent and call loans at 5@10 per 
cent. Outside of the important financial centers 
money is, as far as we are advised, in ample stip- 
ply for all legitimate business.
